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A Note to the Teacher 

1 . This book is meant for oral study only. 

2. The child is not expected to read the text. He will learn the contents of the 
text through the teachers daily teachings. 

3. The teacher must use the text as a reference to follow the daily classroom 
teaching. Do not make the child read the text (as he is still in the alphabet 
stage). 

4. The 'practical work' given in the book must be practised daily in the 
classroom, for the sake of habit formation. 

5. Sweets must be distributed in the Islamic Studies period. 

6. Pages 7-13 are for the first term. Pages 14-17 are for the second form, and 
Pages 18-20 are for the third term of the academic year. 

7. It is best to revise the poems, questions and practical tasks daily or on 
alternate days.

Children must take turns in initiating 
the Takbeer. 

3. How to obey orders: Sit down, standup, hands up and 
down, sleep (with heads on desk), form a line, go, come, 
take out your book, finger on the lips. 

4. How to eat: Wash hands. Eat with your right hand. Say 
Bismillah before eating. 

5. How to drink water: Sit down with the glass. Say 
Bismillah. Drink water in small gulps. Say Alhamdulillah 
after drinking. 

6. How to smile in sunnah way: Smile. Do not show your 
teeth. Smile with closed lips. 

7. Say 'Jazakallah thank you/

in the classroom.

3. Orders-Stand up, sit down, hands up down, heads down 
(on desk), open your book, form a line. 

4. How to eat, drink water (the Sunnah way). 

5. How to smile (the Sunnah way). 

6. How to sit and how to walk. 

7. To say Bismillah and do various tasks like-folding the 
towel and handkerchief, wearing socks and shoes, tying 
laces, brushing teeth, washing face and hands, combing 
hair, packing bag and opening a book. 

8. Good-bye-Circle: Before going home, daily the children 
must stand in a semi-circle or circle, say "Rabbana 
Aatina.... (complete dua)", then exchange greetings 
(salam) and go back home. The children must repeat 
this dua, word by word, after the teacher. 
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
